POLICE SAY BOTH MEN 


ARE FAMOUS SWI LERS 


They Were Registered at & om 
Hotel and Were Shadowe to 
Bank by Detectives Who W::r on 
Their Trail. 


EFA Rice, who police say is one <‘ 
most noted forgers and bank swindl rs in 
the United States, and his companion, 
George Shine, alias George Slosain, 
were arrested at noon today, the former in 


the 


- the Bank of Commerce at Broadway and 


Olive street while he was in line waiting 
to cash a check, and the latter as he -* is 
running at top speed down Broadway. 

A. crowd of 500 surrounded the Bank of 
Commerce as soon as the men had been 
captured, and several hundred joined in 
the chase after Shine, who fled the bank 
@s soon as he saw his companion in the 
toils. 

The colered porter of the bank led the 
chase, called a patrolman at the corner, 
es he hurried by, and policeman and crowd 
chased the fleeing man down Broadway. 
He was captured near the corner of Loe- 
cust street by the policeman. 

Ed Rice and his companion entered the 
Dank a little before noon. They took seats 
for a few moments waiting for the line in 
front of the cashier's window to decrease. 
Presently the older one, who the police 
say is the much-wanted Rice, walked 
around into the northwest corner of the 
bank, came back and formed in line te 
cash a check which he held in his hand. 

A detective, however, who was on the 
man’s trail, followed him in the bank, and 
cautioned the porter instantly to watch 
him. ‘Te detective hurried out to get his 
companion, returned, and walked up to the 


36 Bnd tock hold of the man, who was 


waiting. 

On this, the companion gave a leap for 
the door and hurried to the street. The 
porter gave pursuit, a large crowd joining 
in the chase. 

He was taken back to the bank, followed 
by the crowd, and both the man who had 
been arrested and his companion were ta- 
ken into a waiting room by the detectives 
and searched. They were later taken to 
the Four Courts.

Bandits Whom They Brought to Bay in House

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FIRST COMPLETE 
ACCOUNT OF THe 
DESPERATE AFFRAY 


Not until this morning could a complete 
and authentic account of yesterday after- 
noon's tragedy be secured. All the partici- 
pants were either dead or so badly wound- 
ed that they could not talg. Detective 
Boyle of Kansas City and Special Officer 
Janfes, the first to reach the scene, were | 
so grief-stricken and excited that they | 
could tell no exact story of either the ad- 
vance or the fight. Even Chief Kiely and 
Chief Desmond, who hastened to the scene 
and with rapid and excited questioning 
sought from every source the story of the 
battle. were for the time unable to put 
together in their minds the scattered frag- 
ments of information that they had ob- 
tained. 

After a night of investigation and of re- 
covery from the shock of the tragedy, and 
with witnesses and those who first got to 
the battle ground more calm, and with al] 
the mute evidence examined and inquired 
into, it was possible this morning to get a 
account of the most desperate 
Louis between 
member of the police department and 
criminals whom they sought to arrest. 

It was a battle fought within the narrow 
limits of.a single room, 12 feet square, and 
the time consumed was not more than five 
seconds. 

It was a battle in which not a shot on 
either side was wasted. 

It was a battle in which every combat- 
ant was either killed outright or mortally 
wounded. 

The room in which it occurred is the 
front one on the ground floor of the room- 
ing house at 1324 Pine street—a dingy. 
three-story brick that is old and has a4 
disreputable look. It is on the south side 
of the street. Coming east from Four- 
teenth street, the nearest corner, there ts 
a saloon, a residence, No. 1926, and the 
house in which the battle was fought. 

The entrance to the hou#® is on its 
eastern side. The front door is at the 
top of a flight of three narrow stone stéps 
that rise from the sidewalk. There is no 
yard; the house ig flush with the sidewalk 
line of the street. 

The front door is old and the lock does 
not work. The glass rattles loosely in its 
frame. 

This door opens into a narrow hallway, 
lighted only by the glass of the front door. 
Six feet back, on the right, is a solid wood- 
en door which opens into the front room. 
This room has two windows opening upon 
the street; between them is a dresser; in 
the center of the west side is a fireplace 
with a coal grate, the fireplace projecting 
12 inches into the room; on the gouth side 
of the room is an arch made for folding 
docrs, and with faded portieres draped from 
its top; set obliquely in front of this door, 
with the foot projecting toward the door 
into the hall, is a large wooden bed which, 
as it is set, occupies little less than half 
the space of the room. 

Back of this room, and connected by it 
with the folding doors, is another room of 
sirllar size, with two windows looking 
upon a brick-paved areaway to the south, 
and also opening into the hall through a 
single door. 


Continuing past this doorway the hall 
stops at the dining room; in the corner 
formed by the dining room and the hall 
and to the right is a door which leads out 
and down threewooden steps upon the 
brick-paved areaway, which meets a high 
wooden fence and turns south at the cor- 
ner of the dining room. 


Three weeks ago @€ man named Al Rose, 
accompanied by a woman who he said 
was his wife, engaged this front room; 
four or five dave ago two other men, now 
known as William Bruce Morris, alias C. 
Cc. Blair. and Harry Vaughn, ex-convicts 
| and thieves, engaged the second room. 


The detectives were looking for Morris, 
Vaughn and Rose, and had gathered at 
the corner on information which James 
had secured that the three men were in 
the neighborhood. Morris and Vaughn 
were known to be ax-convicts, and Rose 
was known as their friend, 


The firet information of the presence of 
Morris and Vaughn in the city was received 
in consequence ®™ a fight in which they 
engaged early in August at the entrance 
to Delmar Garden. Morris was recognized 
by a gateman, who told Special Officer 
James what he knew about Morris. 

James ascertained that the two men were 
in and out of the city and that when they 
were here they stopped with Albert Roe- 
enauer, better known as Al but he 
‘Was not able to find out where 


between Pine and Olive, who answered the 
description of Morris, known.as ‘‘the big 
fellow.” 

They called Detective Shea and Special 
Officer McCluskey,* who were standing at 
Fourteenth and Pine streets, and the four 
shadowed Morris when he came out of 
the fruit stand. 

Morris entered the house at 132 Pine 
street. » 

The detectives watched the house, trying 
to discover which was occupied by Morris. 
Their plan was to find this out and then 
enter when Morris and his confederates 
were asleep and capture them, but they 
could not discover which room was occu- 
pied by the suspects. 

At 4 oclock Friday afternoon, Rose, 
Vaughn and Morris were sitting in the 
front room. There was a quart bottle of 
whisky om the mantel over the fireplace; 
another quart bottle of whisky stood on 
the dresser, and beside it was a small bot- 
tle of cherries. Both bottles of whisky had 
been half emptied. 

At the same hour Detectives Shea, Dwy- 
er, McCluskey and Boyle and Special Of- 
ficer James reached the corner of Four- 
teenth and Pine stret, and, walking sep- 
arately, began to watch the corner. They 
took stalions at the two saloons, drug 
store and grocery store on the four cor- 
ners. 

Five minutes later Vaughn came out of 
the house at 134 amd started west. He 
stopped in front of 13% and entered the 
house. A minute later he came out and 
continued toward the saloon at the south- 
east corner. 

James and Boyle were at this corner, 
and they started for Vaughn to arrest him. 
He tried to run, but was caught and taken 
around the cormer on Fourteenth atreet. 

Shea, Dwyer and McCluskey came up to 
the officers and their prisoner, and after a 
moment started east on Pine street. 

Shea was leading; Dwyer and McCluskey 
almost abreast, followed him closely; 
James and Boyle, holding Vaughn Aetween 
them, were several feet back, their inten- 
tion being to prevent Vaughn from giving 
an alarm to the other men whom they 
sought. 

In their walk to the door of the house 
they passed directly in front of the two 
windows tehind which were Morris and 
Rose. 

Shea, Dwyer and McCluskey walked rap- 
idly. Shea sprang up the three stone steps 
in front of the house, pushed open the 
yielding front door and entered the hall: 
Dwyer and MoCluskey crowded close be 
hind him. 

None of the detectives had drawn his re 
volver. 

Shea caught with his right 
knob of the half-open door

It pierced 
Shea's right arm and plowed its way 
through to his heart. 

Shea staggered, reeled ont into the hall, 
and Dwyer took his place, 

The Morris revolver cracked again. and 
the bullet struck Dwyer just right of the 
left nipple and plowed its Way through his 
body, Just over the heart, and out through 
the skin of his left sida 

Dwyer lurehed into the room with his 
revoiver drawn, and fell acroes a pluah- 
covered chair, which cracked under his 
weight. 

McCluskey took his place fn the doorway 
his revolver drawn, and the light of battle 
in his eve.

Boyle saw that Shea was dying. He 
caught him about the body and dragged 
him back through the hall to the door 
leading into the areaway, lifted him down 
the steps and dragged him to the end of 
the dining room, where Shea begged him 
to go back to the assistance of Dwyer and 
McCluskey. 

“I'll be al) right.”’ gasped Shea, 
held himself against the wall. 

Boyle ran back to the battle room. 
battle was over. 

Dwyer still struggled to rise from the 
wreckage of the broken chair. 

McCluskey lay, groaning. acrogs the foot 
of the bed. 

Rose lay unconscious, with his 
thrust into the fireplace grate. 

Morris, still defiant, but with ' 
volver empty, lay helpless across 
feet. 

Others began to come now, and while 
some raised McCluskey and Dwyer to their 
feet, Boyle started again to find Shea. 

He found him—prostrate—where he had 
fallen an instant after Boyle had left him. 
He was still gasping faintly. 

Ambulances hurried the wounded men to 
the City Hospital and City Dispensary, and 
the battle of surgeons was begun where the 
battle between detectives and suspects had 
ended. 

In the case of Shea and Rose death came 
within a very few minutes. Dwyer lin- 
gered for nearly two hours. 


SUPPOSED WITNESSES TO BE 
HELD UNTIL AFTER INQUEST. 


Immediately after the battle between the 
detectives and the suspected train robbers 
had ended, detectives began making whole- 
sale arrests in the neighborhood of people 
who are supposed to have been witnesses 
to the shooting or know something of the 
men in the house. These people are all 
held tn the holdover and will be kept until 
the coroner's inquest is finished.

No one witnessed the fight except Miss 
Higgins, and she says her brother did not 
seriously injure Mrs. Thomasson. 

E. A. Bennett, ticket agent at the sta- 
tion, did not think Mrs. Thomasson seri- 
ously hurt when he assisted her on the 
train at her request. He did not know there 
had been a fight in the station until she 
told him. 

Mrs. Thomasson died Friday morning and 
young Higgins was blamed for the death 
by the coroner's jury.

Both men were stunned 
and for the time demoralized by the blow, 
and their feeling was communicated to 
every member of the department.

Desmond sprang into a buggy and hur- 
ried to the scene of the shooting as rapidly 
as he could drive; Kiely gave orders that 
all who knew or thought that they knew 
anything of the tragedy be brought before

TRAINS CRASH 
ON FADS BRIDGE: 
0 ARE SAVED 


Action of Engineer in Applying 
Emergency Brakes Prevented Dis- 
aster When Wabash Passenger Col- 
lided With Freigth Train. 


ONE CAR HURLED ACROSS 
STREET RAILWAY TRACKS 


Damage, However, to Trains Was 
Slight, Though Traffic on Bridge 
and East St. Louis Street Railway 
Line Was Stopped. 


The lives of 150 passengers, mostly 
World’s Fair visitors returning to their 
homes in Illinois and Indiana, were saved 
at 3:0 o’clock Saturday morning by the 
promptness of a Wabash engineer in re- 
versing his engine on the eastern ap- 
proach of Eads bridge when he saw the 
outline of a freight train only a few yards 
ahead of him. 

Though the passengers were rudely 
awakened and some hurled from their 
berths by the suddenness of the stop, none 
were injured. 

The passenger train, No. 6, left Union 
Station at 3 o’clock Saturday morning. It 
was on time. As the passenger engine 
rounded the curve on the eastern approach 


few yards ahead the outline of a freight 
train stopped on the bridge. 

The passenger train was moving at the 
rate of about eight miles an hour. The 
track was supposed to be clear. The mo- 
ment the engineer saw a collision was 
certain he reversed his engine and applied 
emergency brakes. 
not crowded. 
One hundred and fifty is given as the prob- 
able number of passengers. 

While none of the passenger coaches was 
thrown from the track, the suddenness with 
which the train stopped threw the passen-

Some Very Interesting Facts Concern- 


ing Uncle Sam’s Lilliputians. 

There are thirty vessels on the miniature 
*“‘sea’’ In Naval Show Park, west end of 
Pike, that participate in the great Battle 
of Santiago. Ten of these ships are exact 
counterparts of the Spanish naval fighters 
which were destroyed while attempting the 
daring run for the open sea—under the 
command of Spain's dare-devil fighter, Ad- 
miral Cervera. The other twenty are util- 
ized in representing Schley’s position in the 
blockade in the victorv. 

One boat after the other of Cervera's 


command is disabled 'mid the booming 9° of 
the fort guns and the roar of the ship's 
batteries. Two Spanish boats are actually 
blown to splinters by powerful torpedoes— 
which are sent forth by Schley’s death-deal- 
ing torpedo boats. One fort after the other 
on the edge of the harbur protecting Moro 
Castle is destroyed by bursting shells ig- 
niting powder magazines. 

And finally the white flag hovers over 
naan o harbor—a few parting shots—and 
the ite dove of peace hovers over a 
scene still rampant with the echoes of the 
last fusilade. 

These miniature fighters are built en- 
tirely of steel, equipped with the most mod- 
ern rapid-fire naval] guns of miniature pat- 
tern, each carrying thirty charges. The

tive power and light; in fact, a whole 
ere w's work is intrusted to him. These ves- 
seis were built in Hamburg, Germany, un- 
der the supervision of an ex-German navy 
attache, named Dave Goldstein, who is at 
the World’s Fair in capacity of manager 
of the fleet.

Morton, have witnessed the Battle of San- 
tiago—and to use the worde of Mr. Mor- 
ton.

RUSSIANS CHECK 


OYAMA'S ADVANCE 
CAPTURE SAKHE

Mukden Corfespondent Places Com- 


bined Losses of Two Armies at 
80,000 and Expects Battle to Be- 
gin After Short Rest. 


JAPS’ ATTEMPT TO TURN 
FLANK BRINGS REPULSE 


Large Quantity of Provisions and Mu- 
nitions Fall Into Hands of Kuro- 
patkin’s Army—His Lines Now 12 
Miles South of Mukden. 


MUKDEN, Oct. 2 — Field Marshal 
Oyama’s counter-offensive was definitely 


checked with the loss of men, guns wen Pg 


munitions. Gen. Kuropatkin's army ex- 
tends along a line running over 12% miles 
south of Mukden and is supported by 
Strong fortifications on the Hun river. 

The present calm is enforced by the ex- 
haustion of the armies on both sides, 
which lost in killed and wounded 80,000 men 
during the ten days’ tighting. 

There is every indication that the battle 


will be resumed soon and that a decisive | 


» 


result will be achieved. 


MUKDEN, Friday, Oct. 21.—(Delayed in 
transmission).— The Japanese hurriedly 
evacuated Shakhepu, three miles east of 
Shakhe station, on Thursday night, in or- 
der to escape being surrounded. Under 
the cover of Thursday's fog they had tried 
to surprise the advance guard of one corps 
on the Russian right flank. 

The latter repaid them in their own coin 
with interest by taking Shakhepu on both 
flanks and not leaving the Japanese any 
alternative except a hurried flight. They 
abandoned a quantity of arms and ammu- 
nition, Several Japanese came into the 
Russian lines and voluntarily surrendered. 

The total losses during the ten days’ 
fighting (the correspondent does not men- 
tion whether they were Russian or Japan- 
ese) were 40,000. 

The Army Messenger today announces 
that the Russiam cvolumn eastward ad- 
vanced Oct. 18 and occupied without re- 
sistance Wanfun pass and the valley of 
Huan pass, lying eastward. Wanfun 
pass is south of Kaoutou pass and on the 
samo parallel as Shakhepu, on the road to 
Fushun and Bentsiaputze. 

The Army Messenger also confirms the 
reports that a detachment of the Twentieth 
rifles, under Capt. Dembosty, raided the 
Japanese lines during the night of Oct. 
18 and brought back two Japanese guns, 
minus their breechblocks.

If, in speaking of the crime of bribery as a 
business, general in the management of public affairs, a judge denounces it thus 
in instructions to a grandjury—if he shows that morally as well as unde: tae law 
those who thus forget their obligations to their fellow men are “debased and vile,” 
it is likely to influence the average>grandjury to bring indictments egainst them 


before the statute of limitations gives them protection. 


After thus introducing the class of men whom he wished the grandjury to 
identify as “debased and vile,” this judge continued to define them as men “who 
have willingly lent themselves and their energies in the direction of degrading the 
human race and individuals thereof and if necessary destroying them rather than 


elevating them.” 


After this introduction, he went on to compare the criminality of suca men 
with theft and with murder, and to declare that though the ldws provided penalties, 
the “punishment unfortunately is not as severe as the crime merits.” 

How could it have happened tnat after such an instruction as this against 
boodling given by a fearless and upright judge to a grandjury in 1898, in the Trac- 
tion bribery cases, for instance, the statute of limitations was allowed to run for 


the protection of “debased and vile criminals?’ 
It seems impossible and probably it was. 


At any rate, this is the instruction to the grandjury,-given in April, 1898, by 
Judge William Zachritz, not aganist “boodling,” but against publicity. 
on bribery as then practiced in his instruction, only that by saying “on the other 
band,” ne might introduce such denunciations of tnose who were exposing it as the 
sentence in which he called them “debased and vile,” and compared the beginnings 


of the exposure taen made to theft and murder. 


It is true that he saved his exceptions by using the phrase “on the other hand.” 
Hie instructed the grandjury 
to investigate what has been “currently reported” and published concerning bribery. 
He tells them that if they are convinced “beyond a reasonable doubt” that bribery 
Then with bis “on the other nand” he 
tells them of individuals so debased and vile as to discuss bribery publicly without 
the evidence to conyict in court. If these do not offer evidence to conviet “beyond 
a reasonable doubt,” then as criminals comparable in thieves and murderers, they 
are to be indicted. The evidence to convict “beyond a reasonable doubt” was obtainabie

Every “but” and “og the other hand” of the instructions changed the subject 
to the punishment of the guilty—‘tae debased and vile,” the newspaper opponents 
of bribery who had forced the first publicity for the Traction “boodling.” 

Had any innocent person been wronged by the publication thus denounced from 
tae bench, he could bimself have secured a warrant for criminal libel at once. He 


could also have sued for and collected damages by civil process. 


" ‘Ff innocent, every one of those who have since confessed to boodling had his own 
remedy in his own hands, without the denunciation from tae bench of publicity, 
assumed to be slanderous, as a crime ranking with lareeny and murder.

Suspect Arrested Late Friday After- 
noon Dismissed on Proof of Alibi—

@eock of Waterloo, Ill, whose partially 
burned body was found in a field near the 
house on the Pryor farm Thursday, was

They attended the funeral 
with the girl's parents. 

Nearly ail the members of the posse 
which was formed soon after the girl's 
body was found have also given up their 
search. 

Almost the entire population of Monroe 
county attended the girls funeral, which 
was held from the family residence, 
nine miles west of Waterloo, and 2% miles 
south of Bast St. Louis. Rev. John Nolan 
had charge of the services. 

Thomas Kennedy, who was arrested late 
Friday, as told in late editions of the Post- 
Dispatch, at Harrisonville, Monroe County, 
14 miles west of Waterloo, was released 
after proving to Sheriff Ruch that he was 
not in the vicinity of the Pryor farm at 
the time of the tragedy. 

Deputy sheriffs are now hunting for @ 
young man who lived near the Pryor farm 
who disappeared from his home yesterday. 
He ia said to have *been seen to cross the 
Mississippi river in a rowboat in the after- 
noon. 

While a few of the farmers living in the 
vicinity of the Woodcock home are ad- 


vancing different theories regarding the 
death of the girl, the majority stick to the 
opinion that she was killed. 

The tracks im the yard, the beaten 
ground around the straw pile, the tracks 
leading to and from the house, all are 
giient proofs of a terribie struggle. 

The fact that several men were working 
in fields within 300 feet from where the 


crime was committed and heard only one 
faint cry of the girl is taken to indicate 

Hat she was strangled to prevent further 
outcry. 

saaa she escaped from her assailant and 
reached the men who were working in the 
fieid it is nearly certain that the man 

would have been captured. 

Wi.tiam KBuncher and Sieve Notter, the 
two men who lived in the house and 
worked for Richard Woodcock, Jr., and 
James Woodcock, who lived with his father 
on the Pryor tarm, a half mile from where 
the girl was ki: led, were all Working in the 
field and heard «he outcry of the girl 
Thursday morning. Each of them says he 
i ior a second cry, bul when nots 
ce they conc.uded it was that of a 
chil d ‘playing and continued at work 

Buncher, however, who was digging po- 
tatoes a half mile from the Pryor home, at 
8 o'clock, saw a man be pomamy 3 toward the 
house. A few minutes later he heard the 
cry, but did not see the man again. As 
soon as the body of the girl was found this 
was told to Richard Woodcock, Jr., and 
other meinbers of the Woodcock family. 

Two tracks begin at the house and lead 
out to the straw pie near where the body 
was found, and from these the single 
tracks of a man led away. 

Those who disbelieve that the girl was 
at tas *ked and murdered, though -not ac-

By the accident theory they explain that 
the girl must have been working in the 
yard cleaning and gathering up rubbish, 
that she gathered this in the yard and then 
took a quantity of hay from the large 
stack off in the field and attempted to set 
fire to the pile. when the flame from the 
match caught her clothing. The bruises 
over her back and scratches on her face, 
they say. were inflicted by the girl her- 
self in her frantic efforts to tear off her 
burning clothing 

The black eulphur matches, they point 
out. which were found on the ground near 
the straw pile. were Iike those used in 
her brother's house. 

The theory is not credited by the family 
and majority of the farmers and residents 


The yard had not been cleaned, and the 
girl could not have inflicted such serious 
wounds as marked her body, members of 
the Woodcock family say.
